Vienna, March 23.— The following 
o fficial* co mmunicatio n has* been is­ 
sued here: 
“After 
four 
m onths’ 
investment 
Prsem y sl has honorably fallen. 
The 
< om m am ler bad received an order to 
leave the fortress to the enem y in 
three day s, because at the m om ent of 
the attack, even 
with the greatest 
economy in th e food rations, resist­ 
ance could be maintained for three 
day s only . 
“ It proved 
possible to effect the 
timely destruction of the fortress, t o 
gether with its guns and am munition, 
as well as the outer fortifications. 
The capitulation 
of 
the 
fortress, 
with 
which 
possibility 
the 
higher 
com m and had 
reckoned for a long 
tim e past, lias had no influence on 
the general situation. 
“ When, in the middle of the week, 
provisions were running short, Gen­ 
eral von Kusm anek (com m ander oi 
the garrison) decided on a last at- 
tuck. 
On the 19 th, early in the m orn­ 
ing, his troops sortied across the line 
of forts and withstood to the utmost. 
In a seven hours’ battle, strong Rus­ 
sian forces. 
“ Numerical superiority finally forc­ 
ed the A ustrians to retreat behind the 
line of forts. 
The following night the 
Russians attacked Przemy sl from sev­ 
eral positions, but the a tta c k s broke 
down iu the face of the fire of the 
heroic defenders. 
“After the sortie of the 19 th it was 
found that the provisions could last 
only three day s and the com m ander 
received an order to surren der the 
fortress after these three day s .and 
after all the war m aterial had been 
destroy ed. 
According to reports from 
an airm an from th e fortress the com 
m ander did in fa^t succeed in destroy ­ 
ing the forts, including guns, am m u­ 
nition and fortifications. 
“ No less praise is due to the sacri­ 
ficing perseverance and last fight ot 
the garrison than to their bravery 
during the storm ing of the fortress 
and 
the fighting on 
previous occa­ 
sions. 
This recognition the enemy 
himself will not refuse to heroes of 
Frzem y sl.’' 


WESTERN WAR ZONE QUIET 


Brito ns 
Believ e 
Dardanelles 
Opera­ 
tio ns Will Take Time. 
Ixindon. March 23.—Nothing of great 
• im portance has been recorded in the 
w estern w ar zone. In the east, aside 
from the fall of Przemy sl, the situa­ 
tion around the German port *f Me- 
mel is the most interesting. 
From this town the G erm ans m ain­ 
tain they have driven the Russians, 
while a controversy is being waged 
by the press of the two countries as 
to the m erits of the Russian conten­ 
tion that the civilians fired on them 
in this last incursion in F ast Prus­ 
sia—an act which demanded reprisals. 
T here is no late news from the Dar­ 
danelles and the belief in England 
seem s to be th at the operations will 
be more protracted than at first ex­ 
pected.

Scarcely enough people 
remain unstrieken to dig graves for 
the dead, which He exposed in the 
cemeteries." 


NINE GENERALS FALL 
INTO RUSSIAN HANDS 


Special to the Dispatch by United Press: 
Pctro grad. March 2 3 — The war department o f Russia in an o fficial state­ 
ments say s that inspired by the fall o f Prezmy sl a half millio n Russians are 
pressing fo rward in a gigantic mo v ement alo ng the Carpathians.^ 
The 
Slav s are driv ing so uthwaid in a mighty sweep. 
General Seliwano ff's besieging army o f 1 5 0 ,0 0 0 men 
began 
entering 
Przemy sl early this mo rning, and the Red Cro ss nurses fo und terrible 
co nditio ns. 
Men injured in the last desperate so rties were sho v ed into 
ho uses practically unattended, witho ut pro per and sufficient fo o d and 
drink. 
The killing o f all animals fo r fo o d had been co mmenced during 
the last few day s and starv atio n wo uld hav e fo llo wed within the nex t 4 8 
ho urs. *

Befo re the white flag was ho isted 4*ie Austrians partly mined the inner 
fo rt« , but lacked sufficient ex plo siv es to co mplete the wrecking o f all the 
fo rtificatio ns. 
It will be able to repair the damage do ne to the fo rts with­ 
in a few weeks, and put them in co nditio n. 
Fifty tho usand so ldiers will be left to garriso n the city and attend to 
the necessary needs. The priv ate ho mes and residences were no t damaged, 
and an inv estigatio n sho ws that the Russian Arc was well directed. 
Petro grad, March 2 3 — The Russia n war o ffic* giv es o ut the info rmatio n 
that mutiny was the cause o f the fall o f Przemy sl. 
On Sunday afterno o n 
the Austrian co mmander o rdered 2 0 ,0 0 0 tro o ps to attack the Russian lines 
to the so uth, the o bject being to cut a gap to permit a po rtio n o f the anny 
to escape. 
The so ldiers refused to enter into the mo v e and the o fficers 
dashed back and fo rth in their endeav o r to fo rce the o rder, but 
witho ut 
av ail. 
Others jo ined the mutineers and they threatened to leav e the gar­ 
riso n and go o ut and lay do wn their arms unless they were fed. 
A co n­ 
ference fo lo wed and it was decided to sui render. 
Przemy sl fell with ho no r, the British press co ncedes, fo r it withsto o d 
the o nslaught lo nger than any place during the war, the inv estment hav ­ 
ing begun abo ut Sept. 1 6 , so mething mo re than six mo nths ago . 
The 
duratio n o f the siege, co mpared with the length o f time it to o k the Ger­ 
mans to capture such stro ngho lds as Liege. Namur and Antwerp, was due 
to tw-o causes, o ne being the desire o f the Rusians to keep the lo ss o f life 
amo ng the besieging army at a minimum, the o ther to the lack o f great 
guns, which the Germans had in Belgium. 


GOVERNOR SIGNS 
ELWELL REPEAL 


Al so Capture Fi fty Thousand 


Men at Przemysl . 


Potrograd, March 23.—T he 
Przem ­ 
y sl garrison, which capitulated to the 
Russian army , surrendered without a 
fight, 
The hoisting of the white flag 
over this fortress, which was said to 
bo on the point of surrender on a 
number of occasions, caused little sur­ 
prise, as it was generally known that 
it wa^ in a terribly weakened condi­ 
tion, without food or ammunition, and 
its endurance was only a question of 
day s. 
W ar office advices report that nine 
Austrian generals were taken, more 
than .300 officers and 50.000 men. 
The 
Russian general commanding 
the investing arm y has been decorat­ 
ed with St. George’s cross. 
A heavy snow storm failed to check 
the 
enthusiastic 
dem onstrations 
in 
which the civil and m ilitary popula­ 
tions united when the fall of Przemy sl 
was announced. 
The crowds, flound­ 
ering in deep drifts which tied up 
street traffic, cheered the officers and 
soldiers who remained to participate 
in the celebrations. 
The moral effect of the victory on 
Russia, it is expected, will be very - 
great, awakening hopes that this will 
be the turning point in the Galician 
and C a rpa th ia n campaigns. 
The end­ 
ing of the long siege is considered 
here of great importance. 
It gives Russia control of virtually 
all of Eastern Galicia and releases the

for the war. 
We now know that Ger­ 
many had prepared for war and only 
those who have planned for war can 
prepare for it." 
Amid loud cheers, Sir Edward said: 
“This

the 
fourth 
time 
within 
living memory that Prussia has made 
war upon Europe and we are deter­ 
mined it shall be the last. 
“ Lumi July , before the outbreak of 
war, France, Italy and Russia were 
ready to accept a conference. 
Ger­ 
many refused every suggestion made 
for settling the dispute in this way ," 
Asking "W hat Is the Issue for which 
we are fighting?"

ceeded as follows: 
"In due time term s of peace will 
be put forward by the ullles.

essential condition must be the res­ 
toration to Belgium of her independ­

siun of the university has prompted 
the regents In the last decade to buy 
lands for Hie needs of the next tw en­ 
ty -five or fifty y ears, is told In a re­ 
port 
on 
university 
land 
purchases 
completed by the state board of pub­ 
lic affairs as a chapter of the univer­ 
sity survey report. 
The report Is timely iu view of the 
legislature ordering an investigation 
of tiie same subject, for which a Joint 
com mittee was appointed. 
The university bought land in 1911 
for $1.19 8 an ucre, a high-water mark. 
On the other hand, It sold for $13,000 
between 18 50 and 18 8 7 land which 
now Is on the tax roll of the city of 
Madison for $1,532,050. 
i n t s which the 
university sold at various times at 
prices ranging from $50 to $200 are 
now on the Madison tax roll for many 
thousands 
of 
dollars 
each. 
A 
lot 
which sold for $50 in the early day s 
is now 
on 
the assessm ent roll at 
$10,8 00. 
The report 
presents 
in tabulated 
form the record of the sales of all 
the property once owned by the uni­ 
versity and later sold to private per­ 
sons and shows In parallel columns 
the am ount received by the univer­ 
sity for each parcel and the present 
assessed value of the sam e parcel.

three days, because at the m om ent of 
the attack, even with the greatest 
economy in the food rations, resist­ 
ance could be m aintained for three 
days only. 
“ It proved possible to effect the 
timely destruction of the fortress, to­ 
gether with its guns and am munition, 
as well as the outer fortifications. 
The capitulation 
of 
the 
fortress, 
with 
which 
possibility 
the 
higher 
com mand had reckoned for a long 
tim e past, has had no influence on 
the general situation. 
"W hen, in the middle of the week, 
provisions were running short, Gen­ 
eral von K usm anek (com m ander of 
the garrison! decided on a last a t­ 
tack. 
On the 19th, early in the m orn­ 
ing. his troops sortied across the line 
of forts and withstood to the utmost, 
in a seven hours* battle, strong Rus­ 
sian forces. 
“ Numerical superiority finally forc­ 
ed the A ustrians to retreat behind the 
line of forts. 
The following night the 
Russians attacked Przemysl from sev­ 
eral positions, but the attacks broke 
down in th e face of the fire of the 
heroic defenders. 
“After the sortie of the 19th it was 
found th at the provisions could last 
only three days and the com m ander 
received an order to surrender the 
fortress after these three days .and 
after all the war m aterial had been 
destroyed. 
According to reports from 
an airm an from th e fortress the com 
Blander did in fact succeed in destroy­ 
ing the forts, including guns, am m u­ 
nition and fortifications. 
“No less praise is due to the sacri­ 
ficing perseverance and last fight ot 
the garrison than to their bravery 
during the storm ing of the fortress 
and the fighting on 
previous occa­ 
sions. 
This recognition the enemy 
himself will not refuse to heroes of 
Frzeraysl."

Petiograd, March 23— The war department of Russia in an official state­ 
ments says that inspired by the fall of Prezmysl a half million Russians are 
pressing forward in a gigantic movement along the Carpathians..

Przemysl early this morning, and the Red Cross nurses found terrible 
conditions. 
Men injured in the last desperate sorties were shoved into 
houses practically unattended, without proper and sufficient food and 
drink. 
The killing of all animals for food had been commenced during 
the last few days and starvation would have followed within the next 48 
hours.

Before the white flag was hoisted Vie Austrians partly mined the inner 
forts, but lacked sufficient explosives to complete the wrecking of all the 
fortifications. 
It will be able to repair the damage done to tile forts with­ 
in a few weeks, and put them in condition. 
Fifty thousand soldiers will be left to garrison the city and attend to 
the necessary needs. The private homes and residences were not damaged, 
and an investigation shows that the Russian fire was well directed. 
Petrograd, March 23— The Russian war office gives out the information 
that mutiny was the cause of the fall of Przemysl. 
On Sunday afternoon 
the Austiian commander ordered 20,000 troops to attack the Russian lines 
to the south, the object being to cut a gap to permit a portion of the army 
to escape. 
The soldiers refused to enter into the move and the officers 
dashed back and forth in their endeavor to force the order, but 
without 
avail. 
Others joined the mutineers a nd they threatened to leave the gar­ 
rison and go out and lay down their arms unless they were fed. 
A con­ 
ference folowed and it was decided to surrender. 
Przemysl fell with honor, the British press concedes, for it withstood 
the onslaught longer than any place during the war, the investment hav­ 
ing begun about Sept. 16, something more than six months ago. 
The 
duration of the siege, compared with the length of time it took the Ger­ 
mans to capture such strongholds as Liege, Namur and Antwerp, was due 
to two causes, one being the desire of the Rusians to keep the loss of life 
among the besieging army at a minimum, the other to the lack of great 
guns, which the Germans had in Belgium.

JAPANESE BAIT DIGGERS. 


As Many WomSn as Man Work at th« 
Disease Breading Trade. 
An 
extraordinary 
occupation 
tha t 
m any of the very poor follow iu Japan 
1» that of the esntori, or b ait catcher, 
who spends hts days gathering angle­ 
worms. 
W e any “hi.» ,” continue# the 
iceount In the Japan Magazine, b ut 
tho b ait digg<« rs arc as oft« 'n women as 
men. 
T he Japan ese angleworm is not 
taken from the soil, as ia the case in 
occidental countries, b ut fr« » in the b lack 
mud of the rivers and canals. 
Tokyo is a great place for this call­ 
ing. 
The city has num erous stream s 
and canals connected with tidew ater, 
and as soon as I lie tide l« egins to eb b 
you can see wom en with their b askets 
and their m ud forks climb ing down 
the stone facings of the canals, plung­ 
ing their legs Into the deep m ud and 
picking up the wriggling red angle­ 
worms tha t they dig ou t of the mud. 
Those w orm s are a som ew hat differ- 
ent species from tho earthw orm . They 
are slightly stouter, w ith jointed 1 >«h1- 
l« s and peculiar m ustaehed mouths. 
Tho receptacles for the captured worms 
are b askets or tub s with covers that 
contain small square openings through 
which the women drop the worm s as 
they pi« *k them up. 
As soon as the 
b ait b asket» or tub s are full the wo­ 
men take them to the shop and sell 
them. T he b ait shop deals in b ait only, 
and from these estab lishm ents the fish­ 
ermen b uy w orm s for their hooks. 
T he am ount that th« ; angleworm 
catchers can make dally is very small, 
not more than 40 sen for each worker, 
b ut It helps out in the household ex- 
penses. 
In the sum m er w eather the 
work is not hard, although it is *er- 
tnlnly hot. with the sun b eating down 
on the stooping form and reflected 
from the wet mud and water. 
In the 
« » Oder w eather, however, it is more 
trying. f« *r tiie b ait catcher has to 
stand for hours in the freezing inud. 
Diseases tha t are the result of their 
colling are frequent among the b ait 
women, especially l>erib erl and dropsy. 
The Japanese regard b ait digging as 
the most miserab le way « *f getting a 
living known to mortal man.

JAPANESE BAIT DIGGERS. 


A s M an y W om en ss M sn W ork st th* 
Disease Breeding Trade. 
An 
extraordinary 
occupation 
th a t 
m any of the very poor follow In Japan 
Is that of the esntori, or b ait catcher, 
who spends his days gathering angle­ 
worms. 
We say “his,” continues the 
account in the Ja p an Magazine, but 
the bait diggers are as often women na 
men. 
Th© Japanese angleworm is not 
tit ken from the soil, as la the case in 
occidental countries, but from the black 
mud of th© rivers and canals. 
Tokyo is a great place for this call­ 
ing. 
The city lins numerous stream s 
ami canals connected with tidew ater, 
and as soon as the tide l*egiii» to ebb 
you can sec women with their baskets 
and their m ud forks climbing down 
the stone facings of the canals, plung­ 
ing their legs Into the deep mud and 
picking up the wriggling red angle­ 
worms that they dig out of the mud. 
These worms art* a som ew hat differ­ 
ent species from the earthw orm . They 
are slightly stouter, with jointed bod­ 
le* and peculiar m ustached mouths. 
The receptacles f*>r the captured worms 
arc baskets or tubs with covers that 
contain small square openings through 
which the women drop the w orm s as 
they pick them up. 
As soon as the 
bait lmskets o r tubs are full the wo­ 
men take them to the shop and sell 
them. The bait shop deals In lwilt only, 
and from these establishm ents the fish­ 
ermen buy worm s for their hooks. 
The 
am ount th a t 
the 
angleworm 
catchers can make dally Is very small, 
not more than 40 sen for each worker, 
but It helps out iii the household ex- 
penses. 
in the sum m er w eather the 
work Is not bard. although It Is cer­ 
tainly hot. w ith the sun locating down 
I on the stooping form and reflected 
from the wet mud and water. 
In the 
I colder w eather, however, It is more 
trying, for the bait catcher has to 
stand for hour* In the freezing mud. 
Diseases th a t are the result of their 
calling are frequent among the bait 
women, especially ls*rlt*erl and dropsy. 
The Japanese regard bait digging as 
the most miserable way of getting s 
living known to mortal man.

i he real quettion to be decided in the pending wet and dry 
ronteit is not whether men shall stop drinking or drink less. 
A man who has an appetite for something to drink the day be­ 
fore election will not lose that appelite simply because a major­ 
ity happen to vote dry. You can no more change a man’s appe­ 
tite by a popular vote than you can change the color of his 
hair or his eyes.

Industry Urges Reform. 
“ In spite o f the? efforts of tbe depart­ 
ment of agriculture ami public spirited 
persons to bring about reform, tbe in 
sanitary, 
uninspected 
slau g h terh o u se 
exists today,” said George H. Shaw, 
sanitary engineer for tbe federal bu­ 
reau of animat industry. 
“Many 
have 
doubtless 
wondered 
why an uninspected slaughterhouse is 
ullowed to exist In close proximity to 
cme where governm ent Inspection and 
sanitary 
conditions 
are 
maintained. 
T he answ er 1» to lie found in the in­ 
terstate and foreign clause of the con­ 
stitution, which limit« fevleral regula 
(Ion to establishm ents engaged in in­ 
terstate and foreign commerce. 
“E stablishm ents that slaughter and 
prepare m eats for consum ption entire­ 
ly within a single state are beyond the 
jurisdiction of the federal government. 
It is estimated that 00 per cent o f the 
meat supply o f tbe country Is federally 
Inspected. 
Of tbe rem aining 40 per 
cent a part receives more or less effi 
d e n t lo«’«! inspection, w hile the rest is 
without any form o f inspection. 
“T be rem<*ly is to bo found In effi 
d e n t state and municipal inspection 
and lu the developm ent o f the munic­ 
ipal abattoir system com m on in Eu* 
rope. 
An abattoir of this kind will 
«fiimlnate tbe nuisance caused by sev- 
<*r.*il scattered, HI sm elling and insani­ 
tary slaughterhouses, will enable in- 
Bpection to l»e conducted a t minimum 
cost and will m ake possible the utiliza­ 
tion of byproducts now usually wasted. 
“The buraau of animal industry b> 
prepared to furnish plans and specifi­ 
cations for such central abattoirs and 
will gladly co-opernte aud give any 
possible Information or advice with re­ 
gard to ostabltshing local Inspection. 
“Already 
efficient 
meat 
inspection 
system s have been established in va­ 
rious parts of tho country, and there is 
promise that soon the states and ran 
nlcipnlities without adequate local iu- 
>poctlon will take the necessary steps 
effectively to supplem ent th«> work of 
the federal m eat inspection service.”

•MUNICIPAL ABATTOIRS. 


George H. Shaw of Bureau of Animal 
Industry Urge* Reform. 
“In spite of the efforts of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture and public spirited 
persons to bring about reform, the in­ 
sanitary, 
uninspected 
slaughterhouse 
exists today,” said George IL Shaw, 
sanitary engineer for the federal bu­ 
reau of animal industry. 
“Many 
have 
doubtless 
wondered 
why an uninspected slaughterhouse is 
allowed to exist iu close proximity to 
one where government inspection and 
sanitary 
conditions 
are 
maintained. 
The answer Is to be found in the In­ 
terstate niul foreign clause of the con­ 
stitution, w bleb limits federal regula­ 
tion to establishments engaged in In­ 
terstate and foreign commerce. 
"Establishments that slaughter and 
prepare meats for consumption entire­ 
ly within a single state are beyond the 
jurisdiction of the federal government. 
It Is estimated that 60 per cent of the 
meat supply of the country is federally 
Inspected. 
Of the remaining 40 per 
cent a part receives more or less cffl 
(•lent local inspection, while the rest Is 
without any form of inspection. 
"The remedy is to be found in effl 
(-lent state and municipal inspection 
and lu tho development of the munic­ 
ipal abattoir system common in Eu­ 
rope. 
An abattoir of this kind will 
eliminate the nuisance caused by sev­ 
eral scattered, ill smelling and Insnni 
tory slaughterhouses, will enable in­ 
spection to lie conducted at minimum 
tost and will make possible the utilize 
Hon of byproducts now usually wasted. 
“The bureau of anima! Industry is 
prepared to furnish plans and specifi­ 
cations for such central abattoirs and 
will gladly co-opernte and give any 
possible inf or mat inn or advice with ro­ 
gued to establishing local inspection. 
"Already 
efficient 
meat 
inspection 
systems have been es ta blinked in va­ 
rious part* of the country, and there is 
promise that soon tile states a tai mu 
iilcipnlities without adequate local In- 
spcetlon will take tin* necessary steps 
effectively to supplement the work of 
the federal meat inspection service.”

Protests agaiDNt extravagant appropri­ 
ations are due from every chairman of 
the com m ittee ott appropriation« 
He j 
Is the “watchdog of the treasury" and ; 
must do «nine burking even If hi* bites 
are harmless, 
Away back nearly a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago the Democrat* made « great 
campaign cry about the billion dollar 
congress. 
Tbat wa* the Fifty-first, 
controlled by the Republicans. 
The 
chairman of the appropriations com­ 
m ittee In the sUCCfH-ding congresa was 
Holman, the most strenuous advocate 
of econom y ever known. 
Since then there have been Sayres, 
Cannon, He men way, Tawncy and Fltz- 
gcm ld as chairmen o f the npproprla- 
Ikms com m ittee, and each in turn has 
declaimed, protested nnd condemned the 
extravagant use of government mon­ 
ey, hut each year the appropriations 
mount higher nnd higher. 
The other 
members of congress are not so mu eh 
concerned about economy. They want 
nil the federal money they can get to 
«fiend in their districts. 
Executiv* Demand«. 
The dem ands of the executive depart­ 
ments for more money each year is 
one reason why It 1« hard to economize. 
Every department of the government 
wants more bureaus, more clerks, more 
money for traveling expenses in fact, 
there seem s to he no end to these de­ 
mands. 
Congress goes ahead nnd grunts the 
demands, Bureaus are created, places 
made, more clerks provided, all lie 
cause some one hopes that he may get 
a job for his friend. 
Sometimes con­ 
gressmen create bureaus and coiuini«- 
slons in order to make places for them­ 
selves. 
One of the m ost vociferous 
econom ists in congress did just that 
thing when ho was a lame «lin k. 
As 
long as Uncle Hum continues to ho a 
"good thing” extravagance will con­ 
tinue. 
A Possible Cur* In Sight. 
If prohibition should carry in this 
country nnd the large source of Income 
from liquor taxes be cut off the coun­ 
try would have to resort to direct taxa­ 
tion. 
That would bring the people to 
a realization of the fact that they are 
paying for nil the extravagances which 
uro allowed. 
As long as money is rats 
cd as at present, by custom s and In­ 
ternal revenue taxes, the two largest 
source« of federal income, the people 
will continue to demand money, or at 
least congressmen will continue to be­ 
lieve that they con popularize them­ 
selves by getting money for their dis­ 
tricts, and extravagance will go on un­ 
checked. 
Loss to Politios. 
By taking A. Mitchell Fnlmcr for a

ations are due from every chairman of 
the com m ittee on appropriations. 
H e 
Is the “watchdog of the treasury” and 
must do some barking even if his bites 
are harmless. 
Awuy back nearly a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ugo tile Democrats made a great 
campaign cry about the billion dollar 
congress. 
'That w as the Fifty-first, 
controlled by the Republicans. 
The 
chairman of the appropriations com ­ 
m ittee In the succeeding congress wfas 
Holman, the most strenuous advocate 
of economy ever known. 
Bine# then there have been Sayres, 
Cannon, H em enway, Tawney and Fitz­ 
gerald as chairmen of the appropria­ 
tions committee, and each in turn has 
declaimed, protested and condemned the 
extravagant use of government mon­ 
ey, hut each year the appropriations 
mount higher and higher. 
The other 
ineintiera of congress are not ho mu eh 
concerned about economy. They want 
all the federal money they can get to 
spend in their districts. 
Executive Demands. 
The demands of the executive depart­ 
ments for more money each year Is 
one reason why it is hard to economist*. 
Every department of the government 
wants mon* bureaus, more clerks, more 
money for traveling expenses 
In fact, 
there seems to be no end to these de­ 
mands. 
Congress goes ahead and grants the 
demands. 
Bureaus ore created!, places 
made, more clerks provided, all he 
cause some one hopes that lie may get 
ii Job for bls friend. 
Bometimes con­ 
gressmen create bureaus and commis­ 
sions in order to make places for them­ 
selves. 
One of the most vociferous 
economists in congress did Just that 
thing when he w as a lame duck. 
As 
long as Uncle Bum continues to bu a 
“good thing” extravagance will con­ 
tinue. 
A Possible Cur* In 8ight. 
If prohibition should carry in this 
country and the large source of Income 
from liquor taxes be cut off the coun­ 
try would have to resort to direct taxa­ 
tion. 
That would bring tile people to 
a realization of the fact that they ure 
paying for all tile extravagances which 
are allowed. 
As long as money Is rats 
cd us at present, by customs and in­ 
ternal revenue taxes, Hie ttvo largest 
sources of federal income, the people 
will continue to demand money, or at 
least congressmen w ill continue to be­ 
lieve that they can popularize them 
selves by getting money for their dis­ 
tricts, and extravagance will go on un­ 
checked. 
L ou to Politics.
